TO  THE  MAYOR  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  TAMWORTH 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  until  the  date  of  my  departure  has  seen  no  medical  or 
sanitary  disasters;  in  June  I  had  fears  that  what  might  have  been  a  form 
of  virus  encephalitis  had  come  to  plague  us,  but  its  duration  and  impact 
was,  fortunately,  small.  I  am  delighted  to  say  that  the  co-operation 
that  I  received  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  town  in  trying  to 
investigate  the  outbreak  was  excellent. 

The  Aberdeen  Typhoid  epidemic  and  the  accompanying  circulars 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  created,  for  a  short  time,  a  considerable 
amount  of  hard  footwork  for  Mr.  Birchwood  and  the  staff  in  visiting 
food  shops  in  the  area  in  search  of  the  incriminated  tins  of  corned  beef. 
It  also  made  the  town,  again  for  a  brief  period,  intensely  aware  of  the 
presence  of  unfit  food.  Duringthis  period  6  complaints  were  received 
in  regard  to  pre-packed  sausages  and  meat  pies.  On  investigation 
these  were  found  to  be  due  to  errors  in  stock  rotation. 

During  the  year  there  have,  I  think,  been  three  achievements. 
The  first  isthe  confirmation  of  the  Clearance  Areas,  and  the  Council's 
acceptance  of  some  other  eyesores  in  the  town  as  being  unfit  to  live  in. 
The  second  is  the  renewed  interest  intheW.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels 
Service  and  the  extension  of  its  Meals  delivery  to  a  third  day  in  the 
week  with  the  help  of  the  ladies  of  the  Inner  Wheel. 

I  had  hoped  to  start  a  Luncheon  Club  for  old  people,  but  have  so 
far  been  unable  to  get  any  organisation  to  run  it  -  I  wopder  if  the 
Students  at  the  College  of  Further  Education  would  be  interested  in 
organising  it?  The  third  achievement  is  the  service  organised  to  help 
midwives  working  on  the  new  housing  estates  to  dispose  of  placentae; 
this  is  satisfactory  at  present  but  may  become  redundant  if  better 
general  facilities  for  rubbish  disposed  come  into  being  on  these  estates. 

The  third  achievement,  the  disposal  of  placentae,  serves  to 
draw  attention  to  the  Leyfields  Estate  itself.  It  seems  clear  to  me,  and 
I  think  to  many  others,  that  this  area  has  been  badly  planned,  and 
though  I  hope  that  some  lessons  have  been  learned,  and  that  the  same 
mistakes  will  not  be  repeated  in  other  new  areas  in  the  Borough,  I  feel 
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sure  that  the  Leyfields  will  continue  to  provide  headaches  for  residents 
officials,  and  Councillors,  for  many  years  to  come.  Just  a  few  of  the 
problems  that  have  come  to  my  notice  include  the  problem  of  refuse 
disposal  in  general,  and  sanitary  towel  and  afterbirth  disposal  in 
particular,  and  the  problem  of  requests  for  rehousing  on  medical 
grounds,  the  majority  of  these  arising  in  families  that  have  been  unable 
to  settle  down  in  strange,  unsettled,  and  to  them  unfriendly  surroundings. 
I  am  neither  architect,  builder  nor  prophet,  but  I  would  not  mind  laying 
gentle  odds  that  the  future  will  see  this  area  become  the  equivalent  of 
our  present  day  slums;  I  only  hope  that  I  am  wrong.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewage  from  the  drainage  area  including  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  of  Tamworth  together  with  Fazeley,  Mile  Oak  and  Wigginton 
in  the  Lichfield  Rural  District,  gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  Coton  Lane 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  with  the  exception  of  part  of  Amington  and 
Dosthill,  which  each  drain  to  small  disposal  works  situated  in  these 
localities. 

Development  within  the  drainage  area  has  been  considerable 
in  the  post  war  years,  and  the  principal  disposal  works  in  Coton  Lane, 
constructed  in  1910,  is  now  proving  to  be  inadequate  to  treat  the  present 
flow.  Fortunately  this  disposal  works  was  constructed  on  a  24  acre 
site,  and  there  has  been  scope  for  land  treatment  of  settled  sewage  by 
broad  irrigation  which  maintained  a  satisfactory  effluent  for  an  extended 
time,  but  this  area  is  now  too  small  for  the  quantity  of  settled  sewage 
requiring  treatment.  Also  in  addition  the  tributary  and  intercepting 
sewers  which  collect  and  discharge  the  flow  from  the  district  sewers  to 
the  pumping  station  are  also  showing  signs  of  surcharging,  especially 
during  heavy  rainfall. 

The  Tamworth  Sewage  Disposal  Joint  Committee  have  engaged 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  complete  new  Sewerage  Scheme, 
consisting  of  certain  tributary  sewers,  intercepting  sewers,  pumping 
station,  rising  mains  and  disposal  works.  Preliminary  plans  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  a  date  for  the  holding  of  a  Public  Inquiry 
is  awaited.  This  new  scheme  allows  for  the  Amington  and  Dosthill 
areas  to  be  pumped  into  the  system  for  treatment  at  the  proposed  new 
works  at  Coton  Lane,  so  that  the  two  small  independent  sewage  works 
can  be  abandoned. 

In  the  meantime  consultations  have  been  held  with  the  Treiit 
River  Authority,  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  temporaryuse 
of  further  land  near  the  existing  works  for  broad  irrigation  treatment, 
to  enable  the  development  in  the  area  to  pro c e e d  pending  the 
construction  of  a  new  Disposal  Works. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  following  description  of  the  Borough's  Water  Supply,  as 
requested  by  the  Ministry,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  in  Chief 
to  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 


(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

(b)  The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Tamworth  is  derived  from  four 
pumping  stations  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  Authority.  Regular 
and  frequent  samples,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical,  are 
examined  from  the  pumping  stations.  Bacteriological  samples 
of  the  water  prior  to  chlorination  are  also  examined. 

During  1964,  400  samples  of  chlorinated  water  were 
examined.  Of  these  397  were  free  from  all  forms  of  coliform 
bacteria,  as  were  207  out  of  245  samples  of  the  raw  water. 

Eleven  samples  were  examined  from  the  Company's  District 
Office  in  Tamworth,  and  all  were  satisfactory.  The  average

(c)  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  all  eleven  samples 
from  the  District  Office  being  free  from  any  detectable  quantity 
of  lead. 
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(d)  In  cases  of  possible  contamination,  such  as  burst  or  damaged 
mains,  emptying  reservoirs,  etc.,  emergency  chlorination  is 
performed,  special  apparatus  and  staff  being  available  for  this 
work.  New  mains,  etc.,  are  not  brought  into  use  until  the 
water  has  been  examined  and  proved  satisfactory. 

(e)  The  number  of  houses  with  a  piped  water  supply  in  the  Borough 
of  Tamworth  at  31stDecember,  1964  was  5,656  and  the  number 
of  houses  supplied  by  means  of  an  outside  standpipe  was  eight 
only. 

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Routine  samples  were  taken  during  the  summer  months  when  the 
baths  were  open.  Bacteriological  analyses  were  all  satisfactory. 
"Break-point"  chlorination  was  used. 

These  baths  are  a  very  valuable  health  asset  to  the  Borough  and 
are  well  patronised.

All  retailers  obtain  their  supplies  so  treated  and  bottled  from 
wholesalers  outside  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

An  employee  of  the  Council  is  trained  and  engaged  in  part-time 
rodent  control  work. 

Three  hundred  and  nineteen  inspections  were  made  and  114 
premises  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  facilities  provided  by  the 
Council  were  made  available  to  the  owners  or  o c  c  up i  e r s  and  the 
infestations  were  successfuly  tr  e  a  t  e  d  by  prebaiting  and  poisoning. 

Half-yearly  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  periodical  treatment 
of  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tip  has  been  carried  out. 

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  PLACES  OF  AMUSEMENT 

The  cinema  and  other  places  of  e  nt e rta  i nm  e  nt  have  been 
periodically  inspected. 

The  managements  have  been  found  anxious  to  maintain  the 
premises  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  any  defects  found  have  at 
once  been  remedied.
